Secretary 
Root is said to lean toward Corbin a 
little, although he has not actually 
decided the question yet. 


While no one in Washington serious- 


ly believes that the Rjpublican caucus 
will dare to indorse the bill of Repre-

Crumpacker, of 
Indiana, 


which proposes to reduce the congres- 
sional representation and the electoral 
votes of a number of southern states, 
Representative Wilson, of South Caro- 
lina, who is an able constitutional 
lawyer, has gathered a number of 
legal decisions showing that congress 
has no constitutional authority to do 
what Mr. Crumpaeker's bill proposes, 
even if it had the inclination, which 
he doubts. Mr. Wilson quotes several 
decisions of the United States supreme 
court, one of which contains the fol- 
lowing plain language: "The right 
to vote is a privilege regulated by 
municipal law, and inhering exclusive- 
ly in the state." He also points out 
that the right to vote has been denied 
by a large number of states. For in-

They have been able here- 
tofore to rescue themselves through 
the plea that they obtained the name s 
from householders." 


Governor Stone's veto of tbe consti- 


tutional amendment requiring per- 
sonal registration gave a new lease of 
life to the violators of election laws. 
In commenting on the facts developed 
by the opening of the ballot-box of 
the Twelfth division of the Fifth ward, 
Philadelphia, the North American, an- 
other ardent Republican paper, says: 


'•Less than 50 legal votes were 


actually cast, in the Twelfth division 
of the Fifth ward on November 7th, 
though 232 votes were returned as 
having been cast. 


"That of the 252 votes so returned 


61 were deposited on vouchers. 


"That every one of these 61 votes 


was fraudulent. 


"That every voucher was false and 


involved the commission of the crimes 
of forgery and perjury. 


"That the men who acted as election 


officers falsely assumed the names of 
the men elected to be election officers. 


"That the men elected as election 


officers were not real persons, but 
dummies—nothing more than fictitious 
names. 


"A few additional pointers in regard 


to the Republican way of holding elec- 
tions in this delectable ward should be 
studied: 


"That the assessor of the division 


kept a house of prostitution. 


"That he had padded his list with 


fraudulent names registered from his 
house. 


"That a burglar only a month out of 


prison acted as an election officer un-

Acting on instructions from congress 


the department of lator at Washington 
Issued in its September bulletin statis- 
tics relating to all the cities In the 
United States of a population of 30,000 
or more. It was found that there were 
140 such cities, and the statistics col- 
lected throw much interesting light on 
their status and development 


The oldest city in. the United States 


Is Albany,, N. Y., which was incorpor- 
ated in 1686, Philadelphia dating 15 
years later. New York, Chicago and 
Philadelphia are the only American 
cities whose population runs into the 
millions. Some odd contrasts are pre- 
sented In the tables which give the 
area covered by the diilerent cities. It 
appears that Taunton, Mass., occupies 
a territory greater than that of either 
Boston or Baltimore. New Orleans, a 
city of 285,000 inhabitants, covers 125,600 
acres, "while Newark, N, J., "with a 
population of about the same size, oc- 
cupies less than 12,000 acres. One ex- 
pects to find the manufacturing dis- 
tricts of Pennsylvania, Massachusetts 
and Illinois closely packed, but it is 
surprising to notice that Richmond, 
Va., covers only 6,520 acres, and Louis- 
ville, Ky., 12,800 acres, as compared 
•with Duluth, Minn., and Des Moines, 
la., which, with much smaller popula- 
tions In each case, cover respectively 
40,960 and 34,560 acres. 


The second table in the bulletin deals 


with saloons, police force, and the 
number of arrests from drunkenness. 
Judging from the arrests made, it 
seems that Davenport, la., is the most 
sober city in the United States, while 
San Francisco and Boston suffer most 
from drunkards. Several papers tried 
to find in this table some light that 
would help to elucidate temperance 
problems, out found the figures so con- 
fusing as to be of very little practical 
use. The New York Evening Post, for 
example, commenting on this part of 
the report, says: 
"It casts darkness rather than light 


upon the question. 
For example, 


Springfield, Mass., Manchester, N. H., 
and Utica, N. Y., have each about 60,- 
000 Inhabitants. Utica is under the 
Raines law, Springfield under the higa 
licensa system of Massachusetts and 
Manc'iiaster under nominal prohibition. 
The New Hampshire city has no legal 
saloons, while Springfield has 47 and 
Utica 252. But Manchester has had 
1,456 arrests for drunkenness during 
the past year, while Springfield had 
1,431. 
Still more remarkable is the 


record of only 765 arrests in XltJca, or 
only about half as many as In Spring- 
field, although there are more than 
five times as many saloons. Almost as 
anomalous is the showing of only 383 
arrests In Dayton, 0., with 400 saloons 
and 85,000 people, while 
Hartford, 


Conn., with 77,000 people and hut 219 
saloons, reported 2,460. There is no 
possible way of reconciling such ex- 
traordinary differences, except upon 
the theory that the police in some 
cities enforce the laws much more 
strictly than those of others, and 'run 
In drunks' when men in the same con- 
dition elsewhere would be passed by." 


The health statistics show that Mc- 


keesport, Pa., is perhaps the healthiest 
city In the country. Its rate of deaths 
from consumption is only 1,09 per 1,000, 
as compared with 12 in Boston and 
New York, and 26 in Denver, Colo — 
due, of course, to the fact that con- 
sumptives resort to Denver from all 
parts of the country. The rate of 13.60 
deaths per 1,000 from old age (con- 
siderably the highest on the list), is 
accredited to Salt Lake City, a condi- 
tion to account for which no theory 
has yet been brought forward.

The frauds alleged to have been per- 


petrated in certain election precincts 
of Philadelphia are of a character so 
startling and serious that stern duty 
to the people and to the Republican 
party demands their thorough investi- 
gation and the meting out of swift and 
eevere punishment to the guilty ones 
should such an investigation establish 
the truth of the charges.

The .Last Year of the Century. 


Only twelve months remain in which 


to set in order all the things that be- 
long to the expiring century, to the 
end of giving it a decent dismissal and 
to save the coming century from the 
handicap of an unfairly large burden 
of arrearage. There has been a rather 
curious misapprehension in the minds 
of many people as to the proper loca- 
tion of the year upon which we are 
just entering; and even in print there 
has been a good deal of allusion to the 
year now ended as the closing one of 
the nineteenth century. A half min- 
ute's clear thinking is enough to re- 
move all confusion. 
With December 


31 we complete the year 1899—that is 
to say, we round out 99 of the 100 
years that are necessary to complete a 
full century. We must give the nine- 
teenth century the 385 days that beloug 
to its hundredth and final year before 
we begin the year 1 of the twentieth 
century. For some reason the mathe- 
matical faculty usually works far more 
keenly in monetary affairs that else- 
where; and none of the people who 
have proposed to allow ninety-nine 
years to go for a century would sup- 
pose that a nineteen-hundred-dollar 
debt had been fully met by a tender of 
SI,899. There would remain due just 
one hundred cents. It is to be borne 
in mind that the year 1900 is not a leap 
year, although divisible by four. Un- 
der the Gregorian calendar the year 
consists approximately of 365 days, 5 
hours, 49 minutes, and 12 seconds 
The accumulated surplus over and 
above the 365 days amounts, in the 
course of a century, to very nearly 
24 K days. To indulge in a leap year 
every four years would require enough 
remnants of time stuff to make up 25 
days for every century. The arrange- 
ment in practical use allows S4 leap 
years each for three consecutive cen- 
turies, and then gives the fourth cen- 
tury 25 such days. Thus, though it is 
not likely to concern many of us in an 
immediate, practical way, it may be 
remarked that the twentieth century 
will be one day longer than the nine- 
teenth, since it is arranged that the 
twenty-fifth leap year which is as 
signed to every fourth century shal 
he brought in the calendar of the year 
that is divisible by 400 The failure 
to sacrifice three quadrennial leap 
years—that is to say, three extra days 
in every four centuries—has led to the 
discrepancy between what is kuown as 
the Julian, or old-style calendar, and 
the Gregorian —American Monthly Re- 
view of Reviews for January.

What Christmas is to the Occidentals 
New Year's is to the Japanese, al- 
though greetings and congratulations 
are not confined to the first day of the 
year, but at any time between the 
first and the fifteenth. 


Tbe Japanese begin to prepare for 


the New Year nearly a month before, 
and in fact give their homes and pos- 
sessions a thorough cleansing, just as 
the good American housewife does in 
the spring time. Even the very poor- 
est peop!e do this, laying mats of rice 
staw and cleaning every nook and cor- 
ner with fresh bamboo dusters and 
brooms, which are said to symbolize 
prosperity 
and good fortune. And 


after the bouse has been aired and 
cleaned it is decorated with pine and 
bamboo, for the Japanese venerate 
both of these, because Ihey keep green 
through the entire winter and symbol- 
ize longevity. The Japanese read in 
the most insignificant natural objects 
some striking significance and there is 
a meaning attached to almost every 
decoration or ornament in the house. 
The outsides and gardens of the house 
are also beautifully decorated, to say 
nothing of the streets, which present 
a most interesting and animated spec- 
tacle at this time. 


On New Year's Eve the streets and 


stores, which at this timedisplay their 
most attractive goods, are thronged 
with people intent on buying the req- 
uisitesfor the coming year. At night 
the streets are beautifully illuminated 
with lines of big lanterns, family 
crests, fiags, shop-signs, etc., hung 
from every store. On this eve many 
of the people remain up all night, and 
watch the old year out and the new 
year in, though a few old-fashioned 
ones prefer the custom of rising very 
early in the morning to worship the 
first rising sun of the. new year.—Les- 
lie's Popular Montttly.

At the close of the fiscal year Treas- 


urer Beacom finds $3,000,000 more in 
the state treasury than was taken in 
last year.

The public school is the last institution 
that should suffer by the financial 
pruning knife, arid no excuse except 
that of absolute inability to pay will be 
accepted as a reason to justify either 
legislature or executive in cutting short 
the appropriation.

In view of 
this act the clerks in Crawford, Mer- 
cer and Lackawanna counties resigned 
recently and were reappointed, noping 
thereby to hold over for three years 
from the tir-ie of appointment.

there are several f.renUemen hungering 
and thirsting for these positions, many 
of whom were promised them before 
the election, if things went their way, 
It is almost certain that the legality 
of such appointments will be tested In 
court. 


What a shod: it must have been to 


the Republican members of the house 
and their eleven Democratic allies to 
learn that during the very hour they 
were railroad ii» the sound currency 
measure throupli a panic was occurring 
in New York which, according to Re- 
publican authorities, caused the loss 
ot $100,000,000 and the ruin ol thou- 
sands of men. This law that is to es- 
tablish honesty, stability, soundness, 
confidence and everything else neces- 
sary or desirable in our financial sys- 
tem! 'Twas rfally too had, for it look- 
ed so very like a judgment sent from 
Heaven to rebuke Wall street and its 
renresentatives at Washington. 


No antediluvian high priest ever had 


more reverence for his soothsayers and 
sorcerers than have our secretaries of 
the treasury held for the Morgans and 
other Wall street usurers.

Later, the entire county of Alle?beny 
was visited. One pastor secured fortv- 
three members to his church from the 
information the visitors gave. Many 
Sunday schools have added 25 per 
cent, to their membership.

and an eternity begins that shall 
never end.

»^o, a life began in a stable at Bethle- 
hem, in Judea. Born in poverty and 
sorrow, sorrow and poverty were His 
life's heritage.

shameful death on Calvary was the 
most fearful tragedy ever recorded. 
The earthly price of the Savior's sac- 
rifice was thirty pieces of silver, but it 
was also the ransom of countless mil- 
lions of souls whose sins were as 
scarlet, but the blood of the Lamb 
hath made them white as wool. Look- 
ing back almost two thousand years I 
can see a little party at almost night 
wending their way toward Bethlehem, 
where they expected to rest.

They 
were wending their way up the rug- 
ged hills of Jndea to pay their tribute 
of worship. Humble as they were, 
they were on their way to Jerusalem 
to celebrate the feast of the passover, 
the greatest of all the Jewish festivals, 
for on that night, hundreds ot years 
before, the Angel of the Lord, sent 
forth by his Master, struck down the

were there in captivity, finding the 
doorsteps sprinkled with the blood of 
the lamb, and he passed over the 
Hebrews' homes leaving their sons 
unharmed.

McKinley professes to be satisfied 


with the result of the recent election- 
In Ohio as an endorsement of his im- 
perialism. How much greater reason 
has Mr. Bryan to feel proud of the en- 
dorsement given him by his own state? 
The majority against Mr. McKinley, as 
shown by the combined vote of Mc- 
Lean and Jones, ia 60,000. while Mr. 
Bryan was endorsed by a clear major- 
ity ol 15,000 in his state of Nebraska. 


One of the surprises of the recent 


election was the result in Potter coun- 
ty. Though it has been considered a 
safe Republican county the Democratic 
ticket was elected by majorities rang- 
ing from 600 to 1,400. With Potter 
Democratic a member ot congress 
should be gained in that district, and a 
Democrat elected to tie legislature in 
Mr. Crittenden's place. Especial care 
should be taken to select strong candi- 
dates—men of conceded ability and 
unquestioned integrity. 


The old man Quay, who has been 


considered invincible until 
recently, 


ran up against a stone wall last winter 
in the legislature, and he seems to 
have struck something equally solid 
in trying to break into the senate on 
the credentials furnished by Governor 
Stone.

The Country's Wheat Crop. 


The statistician of the department 


of agriculture, Washington, D. C., re- 
ports the wheat crop of the United 
States for 1899 at 547,300,000 bushels, 
or 12.3 bushels an acre. The produc- 
tion of winter wheat is placed at 201,- 
700,000 bushels and that of spring 
wheat at.255 000,000 bushels. Every im- 
portant wheat growing state has been 
visited by special agents of the depart- 
ment and the changes in acreage are 
the result of 
their 
investigations. 


The newly scheduled area of winter 
wheat is estimated at 30,150,000 acres, 
which is about 200,000 acres greater 
than that sown in the fall of 189S. 
The sowing of wheat is still going on 
in California and some of the southern 
states, and the foregoing estimate is 
subject to correction. The average of 
condition is 97.1. 
The acreage sown 


with winter rye is estimated at 7 per 
cent, less than that of last year. The 
average of condition is 98,2 per cent. 
The compilation of the annual re- 
turns from individual farmers is ap- 
proaching completion. 
Any slight 


changes that may be called for in the 
average yield an acre of corn, oats, 
barley and other crops, as published 
on October 10, will be made at au early 
date and the final figures will then be 
available. 


GLASSES FOR THE EYES. 


The Benson They Are "Worn uy So 


Many Person* Notvnilnys. 


The question is often asked, particu- 


larly by those who can recall the cus- 
toms and experiences of 25 years ago, 
"Why do so many persons nowadays 
wear glasses!" The answer is easy. 
"The increase in the number of spec- 
tacles worn is not to be regarded as 
an evidence of modern degeuurntion 
of the eyes, but rather that a long felt 
necessity has been met." For it should 
be remembered that within the past 
quarter of a century much has been 
learned about the value of glasses, aud 
the range of their applicatiou and use- 
fulness has been enormously extended. 
Of course the eyes need more help now 
than formerly, as the amount of work 
they are required to do is much greater 
than at any previous period in the 
world's history. The sewing machine 
and many other inventions of its class 
save the labor of the hands only to 
add to that required of the eyes. 


New employments, new amusements 


and new fashions are continually be- 
ing introduced to increase the exac- 
tions laid upon these sensitive and 
delicate organs. The steady decrease 
of illiteracy, together with the general 
cheapness of literature and a spread 
of a taste for it, the enormous circula- 
tion of novel, magazine aud newspa- 
per, 
the ever increasing use of artificial 


illumination, all combine to overtax 
the eyes and to weaken or possibly de- 
stroy the sight unless the required aid 
and protection be supplied through 
every means at our disposal. Thus it 
happens that the some time luxury of 
properly adapted glasses has come to 
be recognized and understood by very 
many of the present generation as one 
of the real necessities of their lives.— 
Lippincott's.

It is not ten years since the annual 


expenses of the government all told 
were less than 5250,000,000. Mr. Mc- 
Kinley, in his schemes of "benevolent 
assimilation," and his alleged partner- 
ship with the Almighty in following 
after "destiny," has raised the amount 
to $031,000,000. Who must pay it? 
Will the millionaire and the trust come 
forward and lay down the amount as 
a thank offering on Emperor McKin- 
ley's altar? Not if they know them- 
selves. They resist to the bitter end 
every effort to lax their easy gotten 
gains, and if by accident or design 
some court happens to decide a law 
to tax these gentlemen valid they sim- 
ply add double the amount of the tax 
to their product and make the con- 
sumer pay it to show him how foolish 
it was to attempt to tax gentlemen who 
have the ear of the national legislature, 
the ear of the courts and both ears of 
the executive of the country.

tlon inBuffalo worked to thesatisfaction 
of everybody. It was absolutely cor- 
rect, no man. could work it for more 
than one vote at a time, and the result 
was known all over the city within 
an hour after the polls closed.

There is everv reason why the Uni- 


ted States should keep an eye on the 
really momentous agitation. In England 
over old age pensions. 


It is rather startling, when you coma 


to think of it, this idea of granting a 
pension to almost everybody 65 years 
old who wants it. And yet, stated on 
its broadest lines, that is what the 
British government seems committed 
to tackle at the next session of parlia- 
ment. 
If the powerful agitation for 


this plunge into state socialism suc- 
ceeds in England it will be a question 
of only a little time before those who 
would be benefited by such a policy 
will be bringing it up in the United 
States, despite the fact that labor there 
Is better paid and that pauprism Is not 
proportionately so extensive. 


Every argument now being urged In 


behalf of old age pensions in England 
naturallyvapplles to the United States, 
and if the protests of many British 
statesmen against the principle of the 
thing prove powerless against 
the 


united voices of British labor, the Im- 
plication is, to put it mildly, that the 
American cousin might do well to keep 
an eye on the progress and the out- 
come of the debate. 


When the select committee appoint- 


ed by parliament to consider the sub- 
ject of old age pensions made its sur- 
prising report recently it was supposed 
generally in the United States, to judge 
of the tone of editorial comment, that 
the committee's positive and emphatic 
endorsement of the idea, and its opin- 
ion that the state should make the at- 
tempt to put it into operation, was 
simply a bit of harmless philosophiz- 
ing, put on paper and published In a 
blue book for political purposes, and 
Intended to rest eventually in the par- 
liamentary burying round. 


But there is plenty of evidence now 


that this view was a mistake. Old age 
pensions will be the most important 
national topic, aside from war ques- 
tions, to be considered at the next ses- 
sion of parliament, s.nd if a bill pro- 
viding for some scheme of old age pen- 
sions is not passed it will be only be- 
cause no agreement could be reached 
on the extent to which the principle 
should be applied and the way the $50,- 
000,000 or so could be raised annually. 


BECOMING A CRAZE. 


The increase in the demand for old 


age pensions in the last few months 
has been remarkable. Some plan of 
the sort has been before the British 
eye ever since Canon Blackley em- 
bodied the idea 20 years ago. 


Charles Booth, who is generally ad- 


mitted to be the foremost sociologist In 
England, and perhaps in the world, 
probably is responsible more than any 
one else for the present agitation. He 
gathered facts and figures with untir- 
ing patience, and the tabulated results 
rather startled the public and caused 
one former member of partliament to 
break in upon the rejoicings of the 
queen's jubilee by this public ques- 
tion: 


"Does not her majesty reign over 


more paupers than any other sover- 
eign or government in Europe?" 


It was estimated that on one par- 


ticular day in 1S92 one person out of 
every five in the United Kingdom who 
had reached the age of 65 years was tn 
receipt of public charity, and that one 
person out of every three of this age 
had applied for relief in the course of 
the year. 
More astonishing yet, it 


was found that one working man and 
woman out of every two in the coun- 
try were more or less dependent on 
public charity in their old age. 


A LEADING POLITICAL TOPIC. 
At the last general election the sub- 


ject of old age pensioners became a 
leading topic in every political address, 
and many candidates for parliament 
had to pl'edce themselves for it more 
or less definitely before they could 
hope for election. The dividing line, 
If it could be drawn anywhere, seems 
to have been generally between the 
working people and the wealthier ele- 
ment rather than between Liberal and 
Conservative. 


THE GOVERNMENT SCHEME. 
After long deliberation Mr. Chaplin's 


committee recommended that a pension 
of not less than ?1.25 or more than 
$1.75 a week, according to the cost of 
living In the locality, should" be given 
to "any person who satisfies the pen- 
sion authority that he Is a British sub- 
ject, is 65 years old, has not within 
the last 20 years been convicted of an 
offense and sentenced to penal servi- 
tude or imprisonment without the op- 
tion of a fine.

Governor Stone stands as 
sponsor for the Philadelphia machine, 
and absolutely refused to allow the 
people of the state relief when they, 
through their representatives, asked 
for a chance to vote on a constitutional 
amendment to prevent ballot box stuf- 
fing in the large cities. 


Wall street has long fc'een supreme in 


our national government, anfl has dic- 
tated the financial policy of every ad- 
ministration for 50 years. 
It never 


succeeded, however, in 
having 
the 


single gold standard imposed ab?olute- 
ly in the wording of the law, though 
their servile tools at the head of the 
treasury department served their pur- 
pose just as well. But when the finan- 
cial bill now before congress, the bill 
conceived and prepared last summer 
by money changers, and railroaded 
through the house with indecent haste 
becomes a law, Wall street will have 
succeeded in capturing the last finan- 
cial citadel of the common people; the 
single gold standard, like Shylocli's 
pound of flesh, will be nominated in 
the bond. Never have the people's 
representatives at the national capital 
been courageous enough to stand up 
and defy Wall street and enact legis- 
lation in the interest of the rank and 
file, but neither have they, until now, 
had the brazen audacity or the cow- 
ardly stupidity, whichever it may be, 
to stand up in spite ol all their declara- 
tions in favor of bimetallism, in the 
face of their platforms, national, state 
and county, for a generation, and fas- 
ten in unmistakable language the sin- 
gle gold standard on the country. Sen- 
ators who have proclaimed bimetal- 
lism from the housetops for a lifetime 
have fallen under the hypnotic influ- 
ences of Wall street money changers, 
and announce themselves as willing to 
surrender the craise of the people. Mc- 
Kinley. though an outspoken rampant 
foimetalHst but a few short years ago, 
will sign the bill, if he gets tbe chance, 
asking God's Blessing on this another 
->ct in the destiny ot providence, for

growing mightily. Government clerks 
are figuring out what it would cost.

dinal Vaughn has caught the prevail- 
ing fever. 
"Surely," he says, "the 


rich are bound to tax themselves or to 
be taxed for their poorer brethren. I 
am always at a loss to understand why 
the colossal incomes should not be 
taxed at a higher rate than, say, the 
average net income of the upper class- 
es. It is fitting that the surplus and 
extravagance should be more heavily 
taxed than ordinary and legitimate ex- 
penditure." 


TRUSTS BAR YOUNG MEN. 


So Declnrrsj Id-Senator Wasliburn, 


of Mluiiftota. 


While Senator Hanna and his hench- 


men, who advocate the cause of the 
trusts solely because their hands are 
In the trus! grab bag, and because 
they are fed on tlie stock of these com- 
binations as a bonus for such advo- 
cacy, as proclaiming far and wide that 
trusts are a necessity, that the work- 
Ingmen cannot exist without them, and 
that the country cannot hope to be 
prosperous unless they flourish, one 
feels an air of genuine relief when he 
reads such utterances as those recent- 
ly made by ex-Senator Washburn, of 
Minnesota, who speaks from an honest 
and unbiased point of view. In a very 
recent Interview the senator said: 


"The present situation, to the good 


citizen, the good Republican and the 
man who loves his country, Is really 
alarming," said Mr. Washburn, "and 
It Is more largely owing to the rapid 
formation of what is called the trust 
than any other agency. 
This trust 


craze has changed the nature of things. 


"When I was a young man—I am 


now 68—1 had the world before me, 
and there was on absolutely fair field 
for me. Take all of our most success- 
ful business men of today, and their 
experiences were like mine. They en- 
tered the race without a handicap, and 
their grit and capacity won. Now this 
building up of trusts puts a stop to 
fair and equal opportunities for the 
young men of today. Tlie young man 
Just out of college has no opening, as 
a rule. He cannot begin business on 
his own account against organized cap- 
ital. He Just joins the procession. He 
must content himself with being a 
mere clerk, and the chances are that 
he will never get any further, because 
there are so many in his class. This 
makes the situation a serious one, and 
I am sorry for the young man of today. 
He comes out of school "bright, eager 
and enterprising and runs 
against 


economic conditions that are too much 
for him. I can't help feeling that if 
he had the same chance that I had 
when I was a young man It would he a 
great thing for him. He hasn't got it. 
I've studied the situation and I'm sure 
of what I'm sayine."

of Charles Knee, son of William Knee, 
is taken from the Shelby, 0., News: 
"It is with profound regret that we 
record a frightful accident that oc- 
curred Saturday evening at 9 40 o'clock 
in the rolling mill department of the 
seamless steel tube works, which 
culminated in the instant death of 
Charles Knee, who was employed as 
oiler in that department. The suppo- 
sition, is that while he was in the act 
of tightening up a large burr on the 
engine the wrench slipped off and he 
fell backward into the large fly-wheel, 
which carried him down into the pit 
below. The wheel pit is about seven 
feet deep and in it were about two feet 
of water at the time. 
Although a 


number of men were working close 
by, no one saw him fall and the acci- 
dent would not have been discovered 
for some time if one of the unfortunate 
man's shoes had not been thrown by 
the fly-wheel on top of one of the 
ovens. This led to the discovery of 
the body by Frank Wilson and Frank 
Griffith, employees in that department 
of the works. The machinery was 
immediately stopped and the body re- 
covered from the water in the bottom 
of the pit. 


"Dr. Anderson was called, and on 


making an examination of the body, 
found that the base of the skull had 
been fractured 
and death was un- 


doubtedly instantaneous. 
After the 


remains had been prepared for burial 
by an undertaker they were removed 
to his 
grief-stricken 
home at 59 


Auburn avenue. The rolling mill of- 
ficials were informed of the terrible 
fatality and the rolling mill depart- 
ment was closed down for the night. 
He had been in the employ of the tube 
works for the past three years and was 
well known and highly respected. In 
respect to the deceased the tube works 
were closed during the funeral services 
and 300 of the employees of the tube 
works escorted the remains to Oakland 
cemetery afoot.
